Porphyr. Cited by Eu ſeb. volum. 6. Evangelice preparationis,Say's, 
that the gods in the Oracles by the Motion ot the Starres did 
foretell things to come; as when Apollo was askt when a wo= 
man with childe went᷑ with a male or female, and told ano- 
ther, that an ill day was at hand to him, which Saturne and 
Mars had together agreed on. A Souldier askt him why in 
ſuch perill he ſhould ſtand upon the matter (the Queſtion was 
abour a thought he had ) who anſwered him that Mars being 
the Lord of his Geniture ſtirred him up to it. And in ano- 
ther Anſwer; Today, ſays he, it is biſt for me to ſay no- 


thing of the way of the Starres; upon which, ſays Eu ſebius, 
Stelarum motu impeditur.

„Raiends, I write not this for any offence taken from 
you, or doe I write it to give offence to you; but out 
©2724 of unfained love to God and the Goſpel, with a ten- 


mons in h * & © 25D their Starrs, with the Heroes and Heraes in 
the Aſteri ſms, wich the 24 7a in the Zodiac, & the Doctrine, God 
in mercy undeceived me, and therein bound to ſeeke the promo- 
ting of the ſame good to others alſo. 

1. That Jupiter and Mercury are the Demons the Scriptures 
ſpeake of, appeares, A. 14.11, 12. Where the Lyſtrians tooke 
Faul and Barnabas for their Gods, calling Barnabas Jupiter, and 
Paul ichs Hermes or Mercury. And from the Doctrine of Demons 
they thought Paul Mercury, from his being chiefe in delivering 
the Meſſage. And ior Diana aprouufes, which is the Moone, the 
Epheſians, Act. 19. 27. ſhe is called a Goddeſs, ſhe had her Tem- 
ple, and was eſteemed of great Magniſicence, ſo that Aſia, and 
all the world worſhipped ber, 4#s 17. 19. Athens was aputy 24 
yer, 4 hill, where his Altar was. 

2. They had their Prieſts, of which I take Dionyſius called the 
A 2 Areopagit

Areopagit to have been a Prieft of Mars, there were the Prieſts of 
Jupiter, Acts 14. 13- who ſacrificed Oxen to them, but to Sa- 
ſurne and Mars were men ſacrificed. x 

- Theſe Priefts were thoſe men called Flammins, and the old 
Aſirologers call Philoſophers, who to keepe the people in a way 
ot worſhipping of them, did teach that for doctrine to men that 
this day by tradition hath been continued and received for A. 
ſtrologie, which is no other then the Doctrine of Demons. 

4. This will appeare, A#.16. 18. in that the Athenians called 
Pauls preaching Chriſt a ſetting forth ſtrange Demons, he ſhew- 
ing Chrift a man dyed and roſe againe, was in heaven and did 
miniſter ſalvation to men; which proves a cuſtome among them 
of ſetting forth their Demones,called by the Apoſtle the D.Qrines 
of Demons, that is, of men-gods, HY O2 JF) for which they 
were Magi, wile men, Seers, that did thus ſet out the Demons 
doctrine to the people, and as there Prophets or Diviners pre- 
di& things thereby. 

5. Theſe Demons had their Starres in which they were ſup- 
poſed after death to be in, and thereby to ad on men as when 
they were alive. Thus the Magi, Matth. 2. 2. Vbere is the King 
of the Fewes, we bave ſeene his Starre and are come to worſhip him; 
the King is diſtin& from the ſtarre, ſo that there is the Demon 
or Heroe his Starre. The Doctrine of the Demon, and the Afte- 
ri/ms, doe ſo prove one the other, that one being granted, the 
other cannot be denied ; as if the higheſt of the Planets be Sa- 
turns, then Saturn is ſuppoſed to be in it, and the doctrine of that 
Starre holds forth the Demon Saturn, not the ſtarre; and ſo of 
Mars, Venus, &c. For the nature of the ſtarre is not knowne but 
by the nature of the Demon, who is onely deſcribed in the Doc- 
ti ine and Emblem. 

To which Demons after the way of Heathens the houres of 
the day, the dayes of the weeke, and yeares of the world, and 
Climates of the Earth, and Cities of the Nations, are ſaid to be 
ruled and ſubjected in the Demon doctrine. 

In oppoſition to which Lords, for ſo the Aſtrologert ſay of 
DA Od that they are Lords in Genitures of Houſes, of Ec- 
Gps, and have dominion in ſuch Quarters of the world. and 
over ſuch j att of mans life, &c. in directions, 1 Cor. 8. 5, 6; 
There aren.4:y are called Lords, but to us is but one Lord Jeſus Chrijt,

Aſtrologie proved to be the old DoFrine of Demons. 
oppoſing Chriſt worſhipped to theſe Demons the Heathens then 
worſhipped, and eate and dranke the bloud and fleſh ſacrificed 
to them, 1 Cor. 10. 21. & 8. 10. Which was done in the Temple 
built to v &c. In which was an Idol where he was ſuppoſed to 
be in on earth as in heaven in his ſtat re, which meat ſo ſacriſi- 
ced & ſold by their Prieſts to ſuch as fold meat in the ſhambles, 
was an offence to the Sainte. 

It is ſuperſtition and condemned of Goꝗ to name the names 
of theſe, how then to name the day from them, and to give the 
Rule of its houres to them ? Why y on the firſt day muſt have 
the firſt houre at O riſing and begin the government of the day 
when ſhe is in oppoſition to us, and not ſeen by us, appeares not 
to me, but to confirme a Heatheniſh obſervation of the day to 
the Moone, and the Doctrine of Diana, and the preſerving of her 
Magnificence ; for as God had a day of reſt to-his ſervice, ſo the 
Demons had theirs, on which, men, devoted to them, did viſit 
their Temples, and did ſacrifice to them on their Altars. Some 
Aſtrologers have ſaid the ſeventh day was obſerved by the Fewes 
in honour of H, and that we ſin not keeping it. : 

To bring the people thereunto they did-no other but hold 
out to them, how they were preſerved by them, and how their 
puniſhments came from them, and good was conveyed by their 
Starres to them, hourly, daily, yearly, as in the Doctrine of A4. 
ſtrologie is ſet forth. Which was the tye they had to binde them 
to their worſhip and ſervice. As 19. 27. Afin and all the world 
worſhipped Diana the »; ſure the Nations that call the ſecond day 
d day, did-worſhip the Non that day in time of tlieſe names. 

6. To hold out this diſtinction of the god Demon and his 
Starre as diſtinct by the Scripture, ſee As 7; 43. Aud ye retookę 
up the Tabernacle of Moloch, and the ftarre of your god Rempban. Mo- 
loch was the Demon, Saturn whoſe ftarre was Remphan, that is, 
the higheſt of the Planets, according to the Arabian Diale'; fo 
that there was the god, the Tabernacle,and the Starre, as diſtinct 
things, the worſhip was ſet up, the Tabernacle, the influence 
aſcribed to the Starre as the meanes thereof, and the worſhip gi. 


ven to the Demon. | 

7. Whereas the Scripture ſays, Fwould not ye ſbould bave fellow- 

ſvip with Demons, 1 Cor. 10. 20. Now where one acknowledg- 

ing the Demons in their Doctrine, in their dayes, in their rule, 
. in

in their Characters, in their names, in the ſtarres p8 theirs, be 
not a having communion with them or nt; Its good to conſi- 
der, Levit. 18. 3. and to ſpeake and nell by their rules, 
Deut. 7. 4. 14 

8. In the Conjun&ions, Retrogradatiops,and ſeveral aſpects 
of the Planets in the doctrine of Demons, ale out what men 
(acted, as they ſay, by them) would pioduce among them- 
ſelves, as if old men, melancholy, envious, &c. having the diſ- 
poſition of FT ſtirred up in them according to the emergencies 
of the times; 10 men borne under Mars, having a ſpirit of warre 
and bloud in them, are by the influence of Mars ſtirred up to 
warre and revenge. So thoſe borne under Venus, are as by a ſpi- 
rit of venery lead to dalliance, delights, neatneſſe; and Mercu- 
ry to the god Demons, a man-ſervant, to the goddeſſes a female, 
who as their ſervant is nimble witted to councel the worſt and 
pleaſe the beft, being of a falſe and treacherous ſpirit: ſo of the 
Men of the Moone, the Sunne, &c. Now the difference if it be 
about Dominion with the ©, about women with Venus, or 
Prieſthood with M and Saturne , be of che one fade, and thoſe 
acted by him, and d on the other fide with thoſe acted by him, 
the Judgement will be what the event thereof is, ſay they, if & 
have a hand in the buſineſs, unleſſe %by a A prove a Moderator, 
if it be but in a ſquare, its but as it were, ſay they, a falling out, 
and not as in an ꝙ, or an open defiance;to which in agreements 
they compare the X and A the fignes, where fixed or moveable, 
helping in the Judgement, in the undertaking whereof, 

1. There is not onely ſcientia, the art and rules therein: 

2. But there is required in the man a ſpirit inclined to, and 
acquainted with, or acted by the Influence of Mercury and in 
a prophetick way, which differs from the ſpirit of divination, 
the one immediatly, the other mediately, by rules predicting 
things, as in that axiom; à te & a ſcientia, the knowledge without 
this ſpirit is nothing. 

3. This ſpirit is as much to inquire into the ſtate of affayres 
in the world below, as well as in the configurations of the hea- 
venly bodyes above; for it is confeſt that grounds of this art 
doe depend upon experiences; theſe things would require a vo- 
lume, but my intent is onely in a generall way hoy they are 


oppoſed, and what oppoſed, and what God allowes of in the 
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Aftrologie proved to be the old DoGrine of Den 
Starres, ſayes Mirandula ; Ptolemeum plus conceptui quam geniture 
tribuiſee. 

1. The ſeven Planets are Gods creatures, called by Jude, 
artet, erring Starres, becauſe of the irregularity of their motion, 
ſometimes direct, then ſtationary, then retrograde, oppofing, 
conjoyning one with another, as friends and foes. 

2. By theſe Planets power and operations, the change of ſea- 
ſons, and ayres, and weathers, are produced, uſually called by 
the Aſtrologers, in receptions, oppoſitions, and other configu- 
rations, apertio portarum; but in the word they are indeed ſaid 
to be the powers of the ayre, Epheſ. 2. 2. Signifying that the heat, 
the cold, the moyſt, the wet, the dry, the winde, the ſnow, the 
hayle, and exhalations are produced or wrought by theſe in the 
ayre, as heat in the riſing of the great Dog-ſtarre. 

3. By the ayre theſe powers worke on the earth, and on man 
compoſed of the Elements themſelves were firſt made of, as by a 
tacture the Starres applying themſelves by the ayre to the ſeve- 
rall bodyes of men as they agree with, or are contrary to them, 
to ſickneſſe or health. 

1. Hence ſome are ſayd to be eber, Moone ſtruck. 

2. Others are ſayd, &c. | 

4. The ſoules being ex traduce, their Influence extends to in- 
cite ſome joy, hate, feare, wrath, as the temper of the body is 
firſt wrought on. 

5+ And becauſe man conſrſts of a ſpirit immediately given 
of God, and not made of the matter other Elementary bodyes 
were of, remaines unwrought upon by them, as being above 
them, and not to be corrupted by them. 

6. To all theſe Satan he adds his operation, 9 2. Who 
1s the Prince or chiefe of the powers of the ayre, who worker 
with them, or by them. 

7. On the children of diſobedience he thereby works accord- 
ing to his will, 2 Tim. 2. 26. and therefore as a ſpitit he is ſaid 
to worke it on the ſpirit, the body, the ſoule, he directing their 
influences according to his ſeveral purpoſes 3 hence in Scrip- 
ture, Maith, 12. 29. the world is called the houſe of Satan, the 
ſeverall Orbs or Sphears as the upper Roomes, the earth, the 
Sea, &c. the under Roomes thereof, in which he governg and 
rules the men of the world, and being called powers in heavenly 
places, 


rower proved to be the old Doctrine of Demons. 


places, Epbeſ. 6. 12. Shews that not as by a Law but by power 
he rules the powers of the ayre, aſſiſting him thereto, on the In- 
ſpection whereof at beſt doth depend the Judgement of the 
Starres, as it relates to Satan, and wicked men. Not that I de- 
nie but the influence of the Starres may alter the ſtate of Gods 
Ele& in their bodyes to health or ſickneſſe; but free from that 
power of Satans acting them on him, they being redeemed from 
the world, and power of Satan, unleſſe God permit him for 
ſome particular ende. Hence the ſcars in the bodyes of men 
under the ſeverall Conſtellations are from them as naturall 
without the coatings of Satan, it being common to EleR and 
Reprobate. ; | 

8. In theſe very operations of Satan, the divine providence 
no lefſe appeares then in the powers of the ayre , they not ha- 
ving power to act in the leaſt, or over the leaſt, beyond the limits 
of Gods permiſſion; ſays the Aſtrologer, Deus regit aſtra, yea De- 


monem cum aſtris , Chriſt when he ſtayd the winds and ſeas, he 


ſhewed his power over the powers of the ayre. 

9, It ſeems to me God ſends out the Ele& Angels. to dire& 
the powers of the ayre to the good of the Saints, Heb. 1. 14. and 
to keep them that they daſhnor their feet againſt a ſtone in all 


their wayes; as the evill Angels on the Reprobates, by whom 


God as veſſels of wrath fits them for deſtruction. 

In Jude 9. the good and evill Angels contend about the body 
of Moſes, God not ſuffering the bodyes of Saints to be demo- 
nized, as Saturne, Mars, Venus, Diana, Mercury, theeves, whores, 
murtherers, &c. Spirits onely fit to ſet out wicked men by, and 
not good men, Rev. 12. 


10. I have read with admiration, Heb. 2. 5. He bath not (ub- 


jected the future government to Angels. ( Vide Hieronym. in Gal. 43. 
Neceſſe eſſe priuſquam quis credat in Chriſto, ilis arbitris, viz. Angela 
gubernetur. 5 

1. Imply ing that the government of the natural flate of men 
in the world is ſubjected to Angels, as the Aſtronomers ſay. 

2. In what Saiots are naturall if ſubjected to good Angels. 

3. That the government co come, that is, in Chriſt, hath o- 
ther power, Heb. 6. 5. called the power of the world to come, and not 
that of the ayre, which is miniſtred by another Spirit, even that 
of God, as they are of another houſe, & another houſhold, even 

the 
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the houſe and houſhold of God, redeemed from the world, and 
the power of Satan to God, A#,26. 18. That he is denied to act 
in them as before, whiles they lived according to the Prince of 
the power of the ayre. | | 

11. Satan is called the God of this world, 2 Cor. 4. 4. and Mae. 
4. 8. (hewing Chriſt all the Kingdomes of the worlo, and the 
glory of them, ſaying, He would por it him if he would worſbip bim. 
How farre God may make uſe of Satan in the prefermienc and 
fall of ſome by the powers of the ayre, inciting men thereto, or 
how farre he may permi: him to doe it on others is not cleare, 
but we may ſee it in the Contracts of mean men with him to be 
advanced to the Papacy. and other dignities in the world, 

And indeed in this ſence by this Doctrise 1 ſuppoſe Balam is 
called a Prophet, 2 Pet. 2. 16. who went to the high places of 
Baal, and in Anſwer to the ſeven Demons built ſeven Altars, and 
offered ſeven oxen and ſeven Rams, when the Angel of the Lord, 
yea the Lord himſelfe oppoſed him and his Demons with the 
ſpirits, ſo that he cannot divine againſt him, his eyes in former 
divinations were ſhut, but now opened. Its notably ſayd in 

ude of the Antichrifts Miniſtry, that they are a; q12rsra a5 if they 
had as men the influence in' their way on the « orld as all the 
Planets in Heaven had, acting one whiles as h, anon as & then 
as E, anon as the ©, and then as , Retrograding, oppoſing and 
joyning one with the other, and ingaging the world with them; 
of which ſee my expoſ. on Jude. Now as for the true Miniſtry, 
Rev. 1. 20. They are ſavd to be held in the right hand of Chriſt. 

Againe, whereas by & is underſtood the Demon of Prieſts and 
Lawyers, and the Aſtrologers have predicted their fall , which 
will be moſt certainly accompliſhed; it proves that that Romiſh 
Miniftry, as the Flammins, who were firſt underſtood hereby, are 
of the houſe and government of the world, as they were, or the 
divination were nothing, and under the powers of the world. 

That which is eminently conſiderable to prove what I have 
ſaid to be truth, is this, the time is come in which Satan is bind- 
ing, that he cannot deceive the Nations any more, Rev. 20. 2. 
In which he is not permitted to direct the Planetary influences 
as before; for whereas before in the ſame Conjunctions and Ec- 
clipſes he ſo ordered the ſame, that he advanced error, and the 


Rule of his Kingdome by it, yet now he being bound the Influ-

ences of the powers of the ayre are fych on the inferior bodyes 
as utterly diſſolye the frame of the government of the old 
world, Monarchy, Peers, Prieſts, People and ſervants, ſo oppoſe 
one another, that the Rule is difſolved , for the Ruler thereof 
being captivated, he cannot decelve the Nations with the Name 
of Liberty, or ſhew of Religion, or the pretext of ſucceſſion, 
nor will any wayes of reconciliation ſerve the turne, a ſigne of 
which binding appeares in the liberty granced Religion, which 
Satan in Kings, Płieſts, People, have alwayes untill now oppo- 
ſed, perlecuted, &c. which binding continues a thouſand yeares, 
and being looſe by the powers of heaven he deceives the Nati- 
ons againe, Now the Lord Jeſus, Matth. 24. with the ſignes in 
Heaven, ſhall be a ſhaking of its powers, which produceth a 
change in the powers below, fignifed in the warre between Na- 
tion and Nation, which will be done in ſuch a way then as ne- 
ver was, when mens hearts will fayle them for feare, looking 
for thoſe things were to come on the earth, viz. in the difſolu- 
tion comes on the moearyua, the order and rule thereof, out of 
which confuſion ariſeth the redemption of Gods people. 

Note,among theſe Demons ſome are fortunous, others Infor- 
tunous, others between both. By which meanes the perſons, 
Gates, natures and conditions come largely to be treated of in 
this Doctrine of Demons. And to hold up the honour of che 
fortunes, ſay they, they would doe good oft-times did not the 
Cacodemons hinder, and oppoſe, and deftroy the good they in- 
tendgd; by which one was beloved, the other feared.

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>. By the other N which was as prophanely read Orion 
which is an Aſteriſm of a Heroe, and pertaines to the Demon 
Doctrine, is a great prophanation of the word, the Originall 
underſtood would ſet out to us in the Starres the ſignes of the 
weather they brought with them, which were better Aſtrology 
then the other, and as much as need be knowne. 

3. Theſe 4ſteriſms continued in our tranſlated Bible, corrupt 
the Text, and the underſtandings of men, and ſeems to owne the 
Doctrine of the Demons, then which God hates nothing more, 
Zeph. 1. 4- God would cut off the Remnant of Baal, the name 
of the Chemarims, the Prieſts, and the worſhippers of the hoſt of 
Heaven, with ſuch as ſwear by the Lord and Malcham, in which 
Baal hath his Chemarims, his Prieſts, his hoſt, his worſhippers, 
and thoſe ſwear by him, & all diſtinct, yet relating one to ano- 
ther,and in that ſence depend one upon another, among whom 


ſome ſwear by the Lord and Malcham.. As among the Corinths, 
ſome drinke of the Cup of the Lord, and the Cup of Devils; 


ſo now may it not be as dangerous to proſeſſe the Goſpel, and 
heed the Doctrine of Demom, much more to profeſſe the one, 
and praQiſe the other. | 

4. We not calling them by their proper names given them of 
God, agreeing with their nature mur, but by the names of 
Demon gods, given them eee worſhippers, yea more uſing 
the Characters to diſtinguiſh them by that did ſet out the vertue 
of theſe Demons to the world, as H repreſented in a ſithe which 
Saturn carried in the hand of his Emblem; thus & Mars is re- 
preſented carrying in his hand a whip,and Mercury with x, with 
his ſtaffe of Serpents, &c. Now fo farre is this Demon way ow- 
ned by us.

5. In the Cabal of Aſtrologie, they reſt not in the Philoſophy 

of the Flammins or Prietis-ot che Demons, teaching by the Starrs 


and the Docteine of the Afteriſmy, but proceed to the Chemarims,

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Angels: Every Planet, ſay they, hath his preliding Angel, and 
Legions of aſſiſtants imployd by him, which Angels I take to 


pertain to the retinue of the god of the world, called Secundari- 
an Inteligences : The good Angels are onely ſent out to miniſter 
to the Elect, and not otherwiſe. 

1. The Angel or Spirit of Saturn is Ori ful. 

2. Zathariel the Spirit or Angel of Jupiter. 

3. Samael the Angel of Mars. 

4. Michael the Angel of the Sunne. 

5. Gabriel the Angel of the Moone. - 

6. Anael the Spirit of Yenus,the.Starrs,and the Spirit at leaſt. 
7. Raphael the Spirit of Mercury or Satan acting by Mercury. 
Now it being ſo that to each of theſe Spirits there are ſo ma- 
ny millions of attendants, as ſome Authors report, as it is ſaid, 
Heb. 12. 22. The Saints coming to God, come to an innumera- 
ble company of Angels. It ſeems in like manner the Aſtrologer 
coming in every figure to the ſeven Demons, and in them come 
to an innumerable company of Chemarims, which are above his 
Starres, and Prieſts, when he need take heed of the great atten- 


dants about him. | 


In going from the firſt Generall of Aſtrology the ſeven pla- 


netary Star res, we came to the ſecond, by the Demon Doctrine 


divided into two general parts. | 

1. The Zodiac or Circle of Living Creatures, called Signifer, 
which containes the path of the Sunne hiscourſe, compleating 
the yeare by his aſcending its ſouthern latitude, and deſcending 
to its North latitude from the Equinox. 


2. The. Aſteriſms contained in the Heavens between the Zodiac 
and the Poles, North and South. 


For the Zodiac. 
1. By the doQrine of Demons thoſe twelve Aſteri mu, the Ram 
, the bu N, Gemini , &c. which are all ſaid in Heaven to be 
alive and acted by the ſpirits of the gods, placed them there, ha- 


ving their Characters, Starres, Influence, &c. as the Heroes, but 


Interior to the Demons, who gave them their being there. 
2. As the ſoule of the Rams and leſſer Sheepe is in the Ram 


above, & all ſmall Cattle, and the ſoules of Oxen, Horſe, Cows, 


were in the Bull; above of maidens and women in Y irgo above, 
and of men in Gemini, and Sagittary, Aquary. 


3. Hence 0 
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Astrologie proved to be the old Doctrine of Demons. 

3. Hence in the Zodiac the twelve fignes divided into twelve 
equall parts, containing thirty degrees, make thefoure quarters 
ot the yeare by its triplicity, of which {ome are beaſtial, human, 


double bodyed, & c. Of the nature of fire, fiery, of the nature of 
water, watery, airy, earthly. Some are moveable, others fixt, 


then common, &c. but to come to the doctrine. 


1. Aries the Ram by Demon doctrine came thus to Heaven; 
an Indian wanting water, a Ram roſe out of the Sand & brought 
him where water was; for which the man askt of Fove he might 
be placed among the Starres, which to this day is called Aries 
æquinoct ialis. 

2. By the Demon doctrine men borne under the ſigne of this 


Ram, are of the nature of a Ram, beaſlly, raſh, laſcivious, un- 


conſtant, of a hot and dry conſtitution, it being the Demons 
Mars houſe, and he there, it makes him worſe. 

3. An Eclipſe in Aries in the 8 houſe or 6. brings a rot on the 
leffer Cattle, Aries affli&ed, as if the ſoule of theſe below ſuffe- 
red in the ſoule of the Ram above, but if it fall in Taurus, then it 
falls on great Cattle, and why, becauſe it happens in Taurus, the 
Bull carried Europa into Creet, and placed by Jupiter in Heaven, 


now in its affliction proves the affliction of all the cattle called 


greater on eartv. 

4. No man can ſhew any reaſon why in theſe diviſions of 
Heaven, the greater or leſſer Cattle ſhould ſuffer in Ecclipſes 
more then in other, but by the tradition onely taken up upon 
the aforeſaid doctrine and fables of ſeduced men, as all lyes doe 
come from the Devil]. 

5- Nor can any reaſon be given why that 4ſteriſm ſhould be 
placed in that part of Heaven, and not in the place of the Aſte- 
riſme of Leo, onely it is the Doctrine of Demons, delivered by the 
Flammins, and Poets fictions, and by tradition conveyed to us. 

6, Aries, though not knowne to be the firſt on no better 
ground, rules the head of man and beaſt, ſay they, the nature of 
Aries fits beſt the head. 

7. In a revolution if the houſe of Aries have a fortune in jt, 
well placed in the 6th, it will goe well with the Farmer in his 
leſſe Cattle, as if when its well with that Ram above, it cannot 
chooſe but doe well with the reſt below. 

8. The Aſtrologers not willing that the Baſis of the art ſhould 


ſee DG 


ſhooting at the beafts he hunted ; he is ſaid to be famous for the 
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ſeeme to ariſe from this dunghill, ſay, that the ſigne 1s called the 


Ram, becauſt᷑ that the Starres in Heaven make up the forme of 
ſuch a like body in Heaven, which Piccolominas denier. 

1. Concerning which none ot the Aacictits ever did aſſert, 
much leffe goe about to prove, but politively conceived ic to be 
that Ram living in heaven placed by the Demon for his good 
to the man in heaven. 

2. Nor is it poſlible, through the multitude of Starres there- 
in, and the diftance of the place, and the greatneſſe of the ſpace 
allotted to the body of the Ram, for any man by all the Inſtru- 
ments of the world to prove the w_ 

3. It beſt agrees with the doctrine that It ſhould be a Ram in- 
deed, by which the good or evill ſhould fall on Creatures of the 
ſame kinde,and not the forme of a Ram ſhadowed in the ſcitna- 
tion of Starres. | 1 | 

Sagittarius by the Doctrine of Demons is a double bodyed 
ſigne, partly humane, partly beaſtiall. | 

The divine Doctrine ſays thus; one Croton nurſt by his Mo- 
ther with the Muſes, was through their prayer placed among the 
Starres,who becauſe he was much addicted to hunting of beafts, 
had this various forme aſſigned him, with a bow in his had 


honour he gat at the Olympicke. 

1, Hence as it is the houſe of Jupiter, its a Regal ſigne. 

2. Becauſe bicorporeal, in Ecclipſes, men ſuffer, and becauſe 
he rode on horſeback , braying beafts ſuffer. 

3. It being the aſcendant in a Nativity, it inelines a man to 
hunting, and makes him a good horſeman, and gives valour. 

4. Now why men and beaſts muſt ſuffer more under this 
ſigne then another, is no reaſon but from this Demon doctrine. 

5. In the firſt 10 degrees men, in the ſegond beaſts, becauſe 
man part was firſt in the Aſteri ſme, the beaſt laſt. 

6. Why the ſecond decanat ſhould pertaine to beaſts, and not 
the third, the ſecond and third relating to that part of the Aſte- 
ri ſme, is beaſtiall, cannot be any reaſon given but tradition from 
the Demon Doctore. 

7. If any plead, experience proves it, which is no more but 
the proofe of the Demon dodctrine tradicted, though againſt rea-

8. That Crotons fable is the ground of Demon doctrine from 
the Aſteriſm of Sagittary, is cleare; for if they deſtroy the Aſte- 
riſme and its double bodyed forme, the ground of the doc- 
trine ceaſech. 

9. Abram was before Croton, and the Olympicks, who acknow- 
ledged not Belus a Demon, though borne in his raigne, he could 
nat Saturne, who was ſon of Janus, who lived in the time of the 
Raigne of the Judges in Iſrael, and Jupiter his ſon long after the 


death of Moſes, whoſe body Satan had a deſigne on to have de- 
monized by the people, ſo that he could not deliver this doc- 


trine to the people, and indeed to make them authors of this 
doctrine were great iniquitie, and to make their memory cur- 
fed, which God made bleſſed among the Saints, Aſtrologie be- 
ginning about Nebuchadne æ gars dayes, as Picus Merandul. lib, 12.

dyes are emitted downward and not upwards, acting on homo- 


geneal things of their nature below, and not on themſelves, 


who are not ſubject to corruption or change, ſo that it is more 
proper theſe Starres in the Zodiac ſhould rule the Planets then 
the Planets rule them, and that by them they emit their vertue

Onely this is underſtood, that the Demons though their

"Altrolgze proved to be the old Doctrine of Demons. 
. Theſe 12 ſignes in the Erefing of figures in genitures, Revolu- 
tions and borary Queſtions are caſt into 12 houſes. 

1. All the Demons ſave the Sunne and M »one have their day- 
houſe and their night-houſe , whence by the Planets they emic 
their vertue, ſo that the docteine altogether holds out the De- 
mont to doe all, and nothing to be done without them, and 
therefore to ſay that when they ſpeake of Saturn, they intend 
nothing bat the higheſt of the Planetary Starres, for Saturn as a 
Demon rules in the two ſignes of the Zodiac und , which are 
not in nor of the ſupream Planet.

If they ſay they are not really deep or pitted or darke, but are 
ſuppo ſed, ſo it proves the doctrine fictious and uncertaine in the 
3 very grounds, what then muſt the doQrine thence deduced be? 
The chiefe of the Planets fortitudes, bis exaltation is the 
greateſt, which gives bim foure eſſentiall dignities.

As for the Tearms faces and peregrinations of the Planets, they 
are meerly of the Cabal of Aſtrologie. : | 
Say they, a Native borne under the firſt of Aries x directs the 
firſt 6 years of his life, the next 5 L, the 7 following , and then 
J che 5 after, and H the laſt 4. in which to increaſe the eſteeme 
of the Demons they are beholding to them all for bringing up

for then as the other Demons, when indeed they are more be- 


holding to them then to all the other Demons and Starres. 
Albumazes cites five opinions of the Tearms, the ground of 
which is that the Philoſophers, Magi or Flammins, by experience 
found a Planet was of more force then out of a weak ground to 
give dignities by. Bonatas ſays,there were two opinions of them, 
one of the Xgyptians, the other of the Chaldes, and that Ptolomy 
followed neither, but the ſayings of ſome Auncients he found 


Queſt. Which of theſe 9g opinions was beſt, had moſt experi- 
ence, which men commit to Ptolomy's Judgement alone, and fol- 
low him who left the practice of the Zgyptions and Chaldeam, 


ho were the firſt Inventors of it, vid. Picus Mirand. lib. 6. cap. 15. 


From theſe tearms aroſe the ground of the Planetary govern- 


ment of the world 354 yeares; in which I wonder at 3 things.

Aſtrologie proved to be the old DoGrine of Demons, - 
world, as thoſe have them, is a hanging over of the building of 


Aftrologie, 

Heare what a Florentine Predicant ſays of the doctrine; & 
planetam veneris venus ipſa erecta appareat, crine _ ſpar ſo, effigie 
pulcherrima cultu mulieri miro ornato modo veſtibus talibus circuma- 
micła qualibus Nymphe circumamicuuntur, 1 | 

A latere planet e Martis Mars armatus ardenti inſideat equo Juxta 
planetam Jovis ſedes eburnea poſita ſit ſuper quam Fovem deorum maxi- 
mum ( ut fal ſo apud Gentiles ) locato qui Fupiter planetam ſuum pedi- 
bus tangat ipſoq; pro ſcabello utatur. And in the like manner hefays 
of the other Planets, which clearely proves the doctrine diſtin- 
guiſh: between the Demon and his Starre among the old Aſtro- 
logers, and the new doe the like in their ſaying when the Pla- 
net is in a figure in: the houſe of another Planet, they fay the 
Lord of the 5 is In the 6*h or the like, which is more then the 
Planet indeed, the Lord and the planet alſo by the new doctrine, 
though not ſo clearly confeſt by them. 

As for the difference among Aſtrologers about the number of 
the Sphears, their motions, the motions of the fixed Starres, 
who ſay the eccentricks, concentricks, epicicles, retrogradati- 
ons, trepidations, are fables of the Poets, and not of God, nor 
nature, and by his owne experience he ſaw it built onely on 
Imaginations, as Agrippa of the vanity of ſciences on Aſtrono- 
my. 

He obſerves on Judicial: Aſtrologie the ground of its uncer- 
tainty, in that the planetary influence ( as is confeft ) doth nor 
conftrain but incline, but Satan by theſe powers of the Starres 
rules in the ſonnes of unbeliefe, as the Prince of the powers of 
the ayre. But who are, and who not believers is the Queſtion, 
and makes theJudgement voyd,the good Angels uſing for good 
the planetary Influence to Gods, as the evill Angels for evill to 
his; he ſayes the beginning and the end of the houſes is not 
agreed on. I deſire this above all to be looked on, that whereas 
the conjunRions of the Starres to naturall men may ſtirre up an 
inclination to this or that, yet what uſe Satan will make uſe of 
the influence in this man what on that, is above all the art in the 
world, to which the Starres ſay nothing, and muſt produce an 
Impoſſibility in all men of giving Judgement by the Starres, 


even to natural men, then how farre God by a ſpeciall provi-

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dence ſhall order their influence, reſtraining or over-powring 


/ Satan and the Starres, as in the caſe of Pharaoh, is another means

to prove the vanity of Aſtrologie. And co ſay that any of the 
Starres as the firſt planetary Starre, or the third called Mary- 
ſtarre, or that they are mĩſtortunes, is a diſhonor to God, who 
made all good, onely by ſinne chat that was good is by a Judge- 
ment of God become evill, the evill is in us not the Starres, to 


make one a whores ſtarre, others, a theeves, or murtherere, is 


abomination. La@antius de Orig. Error cop. 17. de dæmonibus in- 
venta ſunt Aſtrologia aruſpicina oracula Recrcmantia, &c. Idem ibid 
hi ſunt qui fingere Imagines & ſimulacra docuerunt qui ut hominum 
mentes a cultu veri Dei avertent & fiftos mortuorum regum vultus & 
ornatus exquiſita pulchritudine ſtatui, &c. 

As Picus Mirandul, lib. 3. cap. 7. makes it an argument againſt 
Aſtrologie in their falſly aſſerting h; co be cold, Mars hot; ſure to 
me the ſeeming difference in the colour is not ſufficient to prove 
the variety of their nature onely , by an inſtin& God hath infu- 
ſed into them a power to act on the inferior bodyes , without 
ſuch mixt qualities as in mixt bodyes, as of the Sunne VD 
lie ignis, ſo all the other with the Sunne are of a pure Elemen- 
tary nature, who by the Creators will, by its heat cheriſheth 
all chings in the earth as in the womb of nature, helping her to 
bring out and perſect her fruit by the helpe of the Moone. 

The Moone with her influence no leſſe effects its operation on 
che ſea, then the Sunne on earth, which depends not on the wa- 
trineſſe or moyſtneſſe of her nature, but the Inftitution of God, 
God impowering her as a power of the ayre; ſo the winter cold 
trom Saturn, winds and raine by the celim, &c. are not to be ap- 
plyed to their mixt qualities, which cannot according to na- 
ture be found in ſimple bodyes. But the ordinance of God who 
did by a decree appoynt ſummer and winter, to fulfill whoſe 
will theſe by his providence are directed, though in the fulfil» 
ling whereofhe uſeth Satans power and malice as his ſervant 
therein. My intent is not to write more of that truly noble Fi- 
cus Mirand. but refer you to his 12 learned books. 

Againe in that a great part of Aſtrologie pertains to Elections of houres 
and dayes to begin and doe baſineſſes in, its vanity appeares. 
I. Time is Gods; Times and ſeaſons are in the Fathers bands. 
2- To obſerve times, not onely holy, as feafts, &c. but as that 
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Aſtrologie proved to be the old Do@rine of Deans. 
one time is better then another to doe a buſineſſe in it ſelſe

2. God ſays, a man ſhould doe things while it is in the power of 
bis band, that is opportunitie, for who know: what a day may bring 
forth, Prov. 27. 1. The Aſtrologer puts a man on deferring ma- 
ny dayes to doe his buſineſſe, as pretending a knowledge, what 
dayes, times and years will bring out, and ſay it is not in the 

ower of their hand to doe it as yet, ſuch and ſuch will oppoſe 
and hinder, but at ſuch a time it will be good, 8 

3. Things are appointed to time, in which they are to be ſo, 
that time is not a thing to be diſpoſed of by Election; for that 
a man may thinke he hath time, indeed he hath none. Time in a 
ſpecial} manner being reſerved in Gods own hand, ag a peculiar 
means to diſpence his providence : and therefore James hints at 
ſuch like preſumptions in men, ſaying to morrow we will goe ( as if 
one time were better then another) to ſuch a Citie as our direfion 
guids us to, and continue there a yeare, the time of a promiſing revo- 
lution, and get gaine. After all which he ſays, James 4.13, 14. 
IVhereas ye know not what ſhall be to morrow. What is your life ? it is 
but a vapour, on which depends all the purpoſes and actions of 


man, it he fayle his very thoughts ceaſe and dye with him. Am- 


broſe, Auſtin, Tertulian, Baxzill , Chryſoſtome, and others, con- 
demned ir. |

Afterifms or bodyes placed in heaven by the gods ſonne Heroes 
and Heraes, and other creatures and Inſtrumente, who for ſome 
eſpeciall good done or found in them, were as by a reward pla- 
ced there, who have their Starres placed in them, by which they 
act as ſoules by their bodyes on things belo pr.

3. He that is borne the 24 oi ð aſcending,is inclinable to wan- 
tonneſſe, becauſe of the Pleiades, who are ſaid to be che 7 daugh- 
ters of Atlas; now he that hath the ſpirits of 7 wenches work- 
ing in him or upon him, cannot chooſe but be a wanton, eſpe- 
cially if Ybe-with them in Conjunction. If the head of Meda ſa 
aſcend, the Native is addicted to evill, and ſubject to violent 
death, which is but Meduſa's ſtory revived againe in the Natiye. 

4. Orion in the 17. is ſayd to ſharpen the wit „if according 
to the fable Orion was the ſonne of Jupiter, Mercury, and Neptune, 
three of the Gods; and pertakes of all their natures, and makes 
the Native perta ker of his, who withall was a cunning hunt(- 
man, and placed in the heaven by Diana, who yet was ſayd to 

have his being from uriinine . 
Let me deale plainly, and freely deliver my ſoule before God 
in this thing, Satan by theſe fables 9 delude men it he 
did not know that the Influences of the heavenly powers of the 
ayre then inclined not men to ſubtilty more then other times, 
and thereby ſeduced men to believe theſe lyes, and worſhip. the 
Demons, as if it were from them and their adjutors the Heroes, 
which things were firſt under theſe fancies delivered by Satan. 

2. Satan deceives by the very word of God,much more by the 
Planets, Starres, and powers of the ayre, which he could not 
doe, but by the Doctrine of the Demons, and lyes of Poets in 
this way. C | 

3. One cauſe that induceth me to thinke the ſame, is, becauſe 
that that part of knowledge remained in man that was of God, 
is loft or adulterate, for what the Starres, Fob, Micha, and others 
mention, are, in what part of heaven, noneof the Aſtrologers, 
Jews, or other know not nor agree upon, but altogether Jewes 
and Gentiles are now lead by this Demon diſcovery of heaven, 
and its powers and order, which are lyes and fables, and means 
of Idolatry and Superſtition. The

Hercules & 18. Induces ſpirit,” valour, audaciouſneffe; mixt 
with cruelty and raſhnefſe, what doth this doctrine but ſet out 
the Heroe his life and agreeing with it; and now his ſtarre muſt -# 
he living in it induce the Native borne under it thereto; Whoſe 1 
Enfigne in heaven is the Lions skinne heſlew in the Nemeai for- 
reſt, and placed among the gods for his valour.. 
The Scorpions heart ftarre ſignifies a raſh ravenous headftrong 
perſon, deſtructive to himſelfe by obſtinacy. The Demon doc- 
trine ſays thus; That Orion boaſting of his ſtrength ſaid, no beaſſ 
could kill him, this Scorpion chen roſe out of the earth, and ſlew 
him. Orion with a Dart {laying him alſo, Fove placed the Scorpi- 
on among the Starrs for a Document to mortals not to preſume 
above their ſtrength. Ts : „ 
The Eagle 26. yp a bold confident valiant perſon, never yeel- ? 
ding, guilty of bloudſhed. This Eagle, Jupiter placed among the 4 
Starres for carrying Ganimydes. How the doQrineand theittiire 
of an Eagle agrees, who apprehends not, which made the Ro- 
mans to carry for their Enſigne in warre the Eagle. 
The Dolphin from the 9 to the 18 of Aquary, portends one of 
ſimple looks, chearfull, delighted in pleating ſports of double 
intentions, ſpeaking one thing; intends andther. The Doctrine 
ſays thus ; Arion a cunning Harper defirediof the Sag lor that 
were caſting him into the Sea, that he mighi play on his Harp 
firſt. When the Dolphins came and ſported about the Ship; he 
caſt himſelfe on the back of a Dolphin, who tarried him to the 
King of Corinth : The Dolphin dying, the Ring erected u Statue 
to the Dolphin. The Marriners returning ſaid Ariana Was dend 
and buried, who by the King were commamded tu fwear by the 
gods in the Dolphins Image that Arion was dead, when Arion 
came out of the Image of che Dolphin, for which Apoſo cauſed 
Arion and the Dolphin to be ſet among the Starre.

6. Thus it is clearly predicted, Iſa. 9. 6. The government ſball 
be upon bis (boulders, untill the Church eſtate it is committed to 
Angels after the Lord Jeſus is received he governes thoſe that 
receive him, Fob.

7. It is eaſily apparent, for after the ſanRification of the 
heart by the powers of heaven, a proud heart by nature is the 
moſt humble when changed, the moſt uncleane naturall heart 
made holy, is moſt chaſt, ſo, &c. the world is overcome in him, 4 
and to him, Chriſt hatk redeemed him from his vaine converſa= - 
tion, that the ayrie power, nor Satans cannot act in him.

4. That theſe powers may occaſion corruption in the bodyes 
cf Saints, and ordinarily by their influence, as the meanes there- 
of bi ing forth death, in or on them, I ſee no reaſon to denie, 
they having mortall and corruptible bodyes. Yet ſo as, 

1. It is not mixt with any power of Satan. 

2. This acting of theſe powers is free from evill, ir is not the 
evill of the world to Saints, but ic is gaine to them, as all other 
xr" in the world are theirs, ſo death in this kinde is theirs 
alſo. 

5. God himſelfe undertakes in the new world to give every 
good thing to the Inhabitants thereof, and againſt and above 
the ayery powers, to make a mans enemies to be at peace with 
him; as in the caſe of Jacob and Eſau, Jacob and Laban. Yea God 
himſelfe, Hoſea 2. 20. God will make a Covenant with beaſts, 
fowles, creepings things for them, and warre ſhall ceaſc: let the 
ſtarry powers meet and oppoſe, and ſquare againe, it will be 
nothing. | 

6. Then the heavens will ſpeake for the Saints, not againſt 
them, the earth, the corne, the wine and oyle, will heare Jez- 
ral, as if Fezrael ſhould then be beloved of them, and as if in na- 

tiure ſince the fall men were beloved of them, Hoſ. 2. 23, 24. 
This is excellently ſer out in that the Starres are ſaid in their 
order to fight againft Sicera, as it were God directing thoſe heã- 
venly powers to worke feare in the one, and at that time God 
wrought valour in his peoples hearts, Judges 5, 20. Which 1 
would rather read, the Starres in their way fought, & c. That is, in 
the way they tight, and fignifies, that they have a way of fight- 
ing againſt ſuch as God imploys them, or from their influence 
or powert. And that they fought for Iſrael, God by his Angel 
directing them, as ver. 23. Curſe ye bitterly, ſayth the Angel of the 
Lord, & c. The Angel helped them by the Starry powers, and de- 
clares a curſe on the Inhabitants for not helping them.

7. The ground of this appeares, becatife Satan being bound 
a thouſand yeares, Rev.20. 2, 3. the world will be free from his 
power and malicious actuating the ayery powers, they then a&-

rected by Gods immediate providence to his, and the Miniſtry 
of his Angels to others, who will no more be eſteemed as for.

8. In this binding the doctrine of Demons ſhall ceaſe, and 
Aſtrologie ſhall be laid afide, for Satan hath not deceived the 
Nations more then by the Demon doctrine, and the doctrine of 
Antichriſt by Aſtrologers and Antichriſt Miniſters, both which 
in the binding of Satan ceaſe, together with the Human teach 
ing of Ariſtotle in the Academies; by which the world hath been 
much ſeduced. FRAY, 

9. Whereas before the binding, Gods Ele& were delivered 
from him, but after that the very wor Id in generall ſhall be de- 
livered from theſe wayes of deceĩt, 4 thouſand: yeares after 
which he is to be looſed a little, all which proves the binding 
bath not been as yet, for Satan did never deceive the world more 
then fince the dayes of Conſtantine, when they fay he was bound, 
theſe being the dayes of the Reigne of Antichrift, after whom 
the whole world followed. 1
